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THIS week veterinary surgeon Terry Girling 
shares his stories of life in a veterinary surgery. 
Terry is a partner, alongside Matthew Bow- 
ditch, in Beaminster's Girling and Bowdith Vet¬ 
erinary Surgery. 

Having qualified at the Royal Veterinary Col¬ 
lege in London Terry moved to Dorset in 1989 
with the view to stay for a couple of years. 

After falling in love with the county Terry 
bought into Girling and Bowditch, then Gethin 
and Bowdtich, in 1997. The surgery moved to 
state of the art premises in 2002 and has con¬ 
tinued to grow, taking pride in caring for the 
family as well as the animal. 

Terry now lives in Corscombe with his wife 
Sarah and son Tim, who attends the Sticklands 
Primary School. 

As you might expect the family also have a 
large array of pets including three dogs, two 
cats, 30 sheep, a bearded dragon, tropical fish 
and chickens. 


■ WHAT made you want to become a vet? 

I started seeing practice with a local vet when I was about 
13-years-old. I used to cycle four miles to help out at the 
practice on a Saturday morning. I was quite in to James 
Herriot then, as everybody was in the early 80s, and the 
practice that I saw was just like that. I think seeing the sat¬ 
isfaction the vets got, and one in particular I used to work 
with called Eric Taylor, that's what made me think, this is 
the job for me. 

■ WHAT is the best part about your job? 

The best part is looking after the whole package, the 
owner as well as the animal. That is what I really get my 
buzz from. Pets are members of the family and are there¬ 
fore treated as such. I love farm work, I'm just as enthusi¬ 
astic about that today as when I first qualified. I do love 
getting out and about on farms and again we tend to look 
after those smaller, family farms. 

Farms where it's not just chasing production figures from 
the cattle, it's not just about the kilograms of milk being 
produced. The farms where the cows have some kind of 
individual identity is what I like. 

■ WHAT makes Girling and Bowditch different from 
other veterinary surgeries? 

I think it's the personal service we offer. We've got old-fash¬ 
ioned ideas of looking after people and treating them as 
individuals but we are absolutely bristling with technol¬ 
ogy. We are one of the best-equipped practices in the area. 
It's cutting edge technology combined with a personal 
caring service for owner, pet and farm. 

■ WHAT are the downsides of the job? 

People always tell me they couldn't put animals down but 
that's not actually a downside because you are actually 



doing that animal a favour. Fortunately in this area we 
never have to put animals down unnecessarily. When we 
put animals down it's a quality of life issue. If you can do 
that and help them maintain their dignity it's actually a nice 
job. I suppose the downside is that vets do work ridicu¬ 
lously long hours and that's why it has to be a vocation, 
that's the tough bit. 

■ HAVE you ever worked with any unusual animals? 

When I first qualified I was asked to sex an axolotl, which is 
a south American amphibian. I knew absolutely nothing 
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about axolotls, I couldn't even catch it. It was in this bowl 
of water and I tried catching it but it pinged across the 
room like a bar of soap. I couldn't even catch it let alone sex 
it. I've worked with a few snakes but fortunately no spiders 
as I am a bit of an arachnophobe. I expect one day some¬ 
one will bring a tarantula into the consulting room and 
they will see me disappear out of the backdoor. 

■ WHAT are your favourite animals to work with? 

I do like working with birds of prey. I'm in to my falconry 
and I work with a lot of birds of prey from all over the south 
west really. 

■ HOW did you first become involved with falconry? 

A little lad brought a buzzard in that he'd trained and being 
that close and hands on with a bird of prey was amazing. 
I'm quite into my ornithology anyway so I just thought, 'I 
could do this'. It's great to be out taking the dog for a walk 
and having the bird flying along with you. It's another 
excuse for being outside in the country as well. 

■ IF you could go back to anytime in history when 
would it be? 

Roman Britain, just because that's what I'm into at the 
moment. In a month's time it will be something else. I'm a 
bit like Toad in Wind in the Willows, I get completely 
focused on one thing and then a month later it's boring and 
I'm on to something else. The Romans are this month's fad. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a dinner 
party? 

Jeremy Clarkson, because he is so un PC; David Attenbor¬ 
ough, just because of his experience with wildlife; and 
Julius Caesar to keep on the Roman theme.

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Calls for solutions to town's Phil's last cry

WITH Lyme Regis having endured another summer of 
town centre gridlocks, councillors are calling for speed¬ 
ing up of initiatives to improve the traffic flow. 

The traffic situation has been particularly bad this sum¬ 
mer, town councillors were told at their August meeting. 

Strategy and Policy Committee chairman Mark Gage 
said the town centre had been gridlocked virtually on a 
daily basis and he asked county councillor Colonel Ge- 
offery Brierley when the proposed meeting between 
Dorset and Devon county councils was likely to take

place to discuss a possible one-way system through Lyme 
for heavy vehicles. 

Councillor Gage said that the narrowness of Church 
Street was one of the main causes and he suggested that 
there should be a “no go” box painted on the road at the 
narrowest point so that wide vehicles could pass. 

Colonel Brierley replied that the main problem was that 


“everyone wants to come to Lyme Regis which was not 
built for the motor car”. 

He added: “We are trying to route HGVs one way from 
west to east and that will alleviate the problem.” 

He also thought Lyme should consider extending its 
park and ride service. 

Colonel Brierley did not expect the joint meeting with 
Devon County Council to be held before late September, 
early October.

Seagulls have as much right 
to be here as anybody else 


■ WHO is Vicky Norman (View From Lyme Regis, Au¬ 
gust 17th) to say who can live where and do what? 

Seagulls are an integral part of seaside life and they've 
as much right to be here as anybody else. Indeed, they 
were here thousands of years before man ever came 
along. 

Drive them away? Where to? Cliffs, beach and bay - 
they are already in their natural environment. It is man 
who has intruded into their world, not the other way 
round. 

If people want to feed the seagulls in their own garden, 
then why shouldn't they? But, no matter how well inten- 
tioned they may be, they shouldn't feed them in fast 
food/cafe areas, as that just brings them into conflict with 
those who are not so charitable. One lot share their meal 
with them, fine, but when the next lot come along, the 
seagulls, perfectly understandably, assume that they are 
going to feed them too, and that can lead to food grab¬ 
bing. 

Clearly people aren't seeing the “no feeding” signs. 
Food outlets need to be supplied with bigger, free-stand¬ 
ing signs that could be prominently displayed by fast food 
outlets and outdoor cafe tables. 

But it is ridiculous to say that seagulls have been "at¬ 
tacking children". I'm afraid the sort of spiteful, hysterical 
and, frankly, laughable rhetoric spouted by Mrs Norman 
is only likely to stir up hatred, which may well manifest 
itself in violence against these birds - a protected species. 
The last time my children and I visited Lyme beach the 


only "vicious" behaviour we witnessed was two grown 
men, for absolutely no reason, throwing stones at seagulls 
who were quietly resting in the sunshine. 

The worst global recession since the thirties - people 
being made redundant, cutbacks being made left, right 
and centre, libraries, day centres and care services under 
threat and yet here we have Mrs Norman advocating 
spending up to £40,000 of council taxpayers’ money (no 
intention of using any of her own, I note) on her ven¬ 
omous, hare-brained scheme! 

Harris hawks? It's a family beach for God's sake! 
Wounded birds, birds brought down, killed and ripped 
apart - no normal person wants to see that and no young 
child should. The great majority of people in this country 
are bird lovers (over 50 per cent of people feed the wild 
birds every day). Lyme Regis Town Council should bear 
that in mind. 

And as for dragging up the old chesnut of the rubbish 
bags, all creatures survive in the wild by living off their 
wits. People leave food waste out overnight in wafer-thin 
and often see-through plastic bags and then express dis¬ 
may when they come out next day and find the bags 
raided. What did they expect? If people used an ounce of 
common sense and put their food waste in lidded dust¬ 
bins, used heavy duty refuse bags or simply covered their 
bags with an old curtain or the like, none of this would 
happen.

Young people deserve to 
feel welcome and valued 


■ I WISH to make comment about the let¬ 
ter headed “Exclusive library sessions un¬ 
necessary” in last week’s View From 
(August 17th). At first I thought this must 
be some joke; that no one could possibly 
hold such a ridiculous view. However, in 
the unlikely event that it was actually writ¬ 
ten in seriousness, I wish to give my opin¬ 
ion. 

Firstly, the opening times have not been 
altered recently. Thursday evening sessions 
have been exclusively for young people for 
a considerable time, since long before gov¬ 
ernment and local authority budget cuts 
were an issue. If Ms Newton has a problem 
with the library only being open one 
evening a week, that is quite a different 
matter to the issue of a young person only 
session, and maybe she should be address¬ 
ing the issue of opening times in general 
rather than marking out a valuable section 
of our community who have precious little 
else available in “exclusivity” locally. 

The library is a safe place for young peo¬ 
ple to go, where an adult is present at all 
times thus giving parents peace of mind. As 
a teacher I know that many young people 
work extremely hard on their studies. The 
library is a place they can go to do research 
and to work with other students. It is also a 
place where there are resources available 
that many young people do not have access 
to at home, such as computers, the internet, 
a desk to work at and peace and quiet. The 
idea that simply because school is not open 
pupils do not want or need to study, or to 
read, or to be in an environment where they 
can be themselves, is just ridiculous. 

I would sincerely hope that Ms Newton 
is not suggesting that it would be preferable 
for young (underage) people to be drinking 
in pubs than to be in the library, and I 
would also point out that a ticket to the cin¬ 
ema (a cinema that, due to its size, shows a 
limited number of films) costs upwards of 


£4 (before drinks and snacks). As a parent, 
I can confirm that I do not have money to 
burn, it does not grow on trees, and that I 
welcome somewhere children can go that 
is free of charge. I would imagine young 
people with limited money of their own 
welcome it too. 

Lyme is a wonderful place to grow up, 
but it is not the idyll for young people that 
Ms Newton seems to be implying. The 
beach is not our own, we share it with the 
very welcome tourists who help our town 
to prosper. Young people share their beach 
with them. The playing field is welcome 
but it is not well-equipped. There are pre¬ 
cious few open spaces for young people to 
play in, hide in, explore in, and I wonder if 
Ms Newton has ever tried riding a bike 
around our marvellous hills and narrow 
streets. Our young people are not meant to 
cycle on the flat area along the seafront, nor 
can they use their scooters, skateboards or 
roller blades - yet there is nowhere else for 
them to partake of these healthy activities 
that young people in other towns enjoy as 
a matter of course. 

We are lucky enough to have clubs for 
young people such as ballet, football, the 
junior band, Brownies, youth theatre and 
majorettes but some of these are term time 
only and all of them cost money. Is it really 
so abominable to Ms Newton that there is 
one free, dry, safe place available just for 
young people for an hour and a half a 
week? Is it really? I don’t think so, and I 
would ask Ms Newton to listen to the “ra¬ 
tionale” she asked for and to think about 
who it is that is displaying the real 
“ageism” by trying to interfere with some¬ 
thing that can be nothing but a positive el¬ 
ement for the young people of Lyme Regis 
- the young people who deserve their 
hometown to feel like somewhere they are 
welcome and valued.

ing the web, please feel free.

FORMED in 1949, and 
with their annual flower 
and produce show held 
every year with the excep¬ 
tion of a four-year gap in 
the 1970s, Combpyne- 
Rousdon Flower and Pro¬ 
duce Association continues 
to go from strength to 
strength.

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A look at Lyme's proposed twin town 


I T was wet and miser¬ 
able when we drove 
into Barfleur, the Nor¬ 
mandy fishing port which 
will soon become Lyme 
Regis’ second twin town. 

Situated on the Cher¬ 
bourg peninsular, a 20- 
minute drive from the ferry 
terminal, the historic port 
of Barfleur has much in 
common with “The Pearl

of Dorset” - but not on this 
day, with the rain driving 
in off the English Channel. 

Although it was 
lunchtime, the long main 
street and harbour were 
virtually deserted - apart 
from the Cafe de France.

Other harbourside bars and 
restaurants were doing no 
business at all but for some 
reason the Cafe de France 
was packed with lunchtime 
diners, most of whom 
seemed to be locals. 

The favourite dish is un¬ 
doubtedly moules frites. In 
fact, Barfleur is famous for 
its mussels and later in the 
day when the rain had 
cleared and the sun was 
shining we watched the 
Barfleur fishing fleet, 
which seems to be much 
bigger than Lyme’s, return 
to harbour with their catch. 

In contrast to Lyme, 
where visitor numbers for 
the recent brilliantly organ¬ 
ised Lifeboat Week and 
Regatta and Carnival 
Week verged almost on the 
unbearable, France is hav¬ 
ing a very poor summer 
season. 

Even the upmarket 
Cabourg, very trendy dur¬ 
ing the 1950s and 60s, was 
a shadow of its former ele¬ 
gant self with very few vis¬ 
itors strolling its wide 
promenades. 

It was the same in 
Barfleur, very few visitors. 
But Barfleur is not a tourist 


resort, at least not as we 
know it. It’s a quaint, his¬ 
toric fishing village. And 
its biggest connection with 
Lyme will be the harbour 
with a 12th century church 
standing proudly on the 
water’s edge. 

The long main street is 
well served by a variety of 
shops, including the oblig¬ 
atory patisserie and 
boulangerie, although 
there are more empty trad¬ 
ing premises than in 
Lyme’s Broad Street, again 
an indication of the state of 
the French economy. 

This is big year for this 
particular French region - 
celebrating the 11th cente¬ 
nary of the creating of the 
Normandie. In every town 
and village there seems to 
be an event to mark the oc¬ 
casion with the distinctive 
red and yellow Normandy 
flag fluttering from every 
conceivable vantage point. 

In Barfleur there seems 
to be a continuous celebra¬ 
tion of the mussel. In these 
parts they cook them in 
white wine with garlic and 
shallots with a sprinkling 
of fresh parsley. Not with 
cream as is sometimes the 
case. And they clearly take 
sustainable fishing very se¬ 
riously; at the Cafe de 
France the table mats came

If plans to twin Lyme 
Regis and Barfleur reach 
fruition, and it seems that 
they might, it would be in¬ 
teresting to get together the 
fishing fraternity of both 
communities to discuss the 
many challenges that face 
their industry with the em¬ 
phasis very much on the 
protection of species. 

Barfleur’s other big 
event of the year is an an¬ 
nual music festival that 
runs throughout July and 
August, much of which 
takes place in the quayside 
church. 

We travelled on about 80 
kilometres down the Cher- 
boug peninsular to spend a 
few days in another Nor¬ 
mandy community which 
has strong links with Lyme 
Regis - Creully, one of the 
first villages to be liberated 
on D-Day and where the 
BBC set up their base for 
covering the invasion of 
Europe. It was also where 
Montgomery set up his 
headquarters and where Sir 
Winston Churchill was 
briefed on the progress to 
liberate France. 

To me and successive 
generations of Lyme foot¬ 
ballers, however, Creully 
is the home of Lyme Regis 


Football Club’s twin club, 
US Creully, an arrange¬ 
ment that has prospered 
now for over 30 years. The 
relationship between 
Creully and Lyme Regis is 
so strong that before the 
town council agreed to the 
possible twinning with 
Barfleur they wrote to the 
municipality in Creully 
asking if they had any ob¬ 
jections. 

Because the link between 
the two sporting clubs has 
stood the test of time, and 
led to many lasting friend¬ 
ships, the council in 
Creully has never been in¬ 
terested in a wider twin¬ 
ning arrangement with 
Lyme and were quick to 
offer their good wishes for 
a successful “jumelage” 
with Barfleur. 

Whilst in Creully we 
were privileged to attend a 
very special celebration to 
commemorate the 11th 
centenary of Normandie - 
a son et lumiere at the 
Chateau de Creully, which 
chronicled the history of 
the village, including the 
liberation by British forces 
and the shooting of collab¬ 
orators, re-enacted by the 
villagers. Among them 
were two very familiar 
faces to the footballers of 
Lyme - Jon-Pierre Etienne 
(known and No-No) and 
Bruno Trioin, who have 
been very prominent in the 
tie-up between the two 


football clubs over the 
years. 

Held over two evenings 
and including a banquet in 
the ancient chateau, the 
event cost £25,000 to stage 
and attracted hundreds of 
visitors to see the spectac¬ 
ular fireworks and moving 
tableaux. 

Neither Jackie nor I 
speak much French but the 
depiction of Creully’s dra¬ 
matic and rich history was 


so graphic that we were 
able to follow the action 
with little difficulty. 

I wish the twinners of 
Lyme and Barfleur every 
success. If they achieve 
half of the sheer enjoy¬ 
ment and genuine friend¬ 
ships nurtured by the 
Lyme and Creully foot¬ 
ballers, they are indeed in 
for a very special experi-

I SPENT Sunday in our 
new Marine Parade 
shelters, manning the 
recently refurbished central 
pavilion - now an informa¬ 
tion and interpretation cen¬ 
tre - with dad.

Why Greta couldn't escape art 


IN a series of interviews leading to Lyme Regis Arts- 
Fest 2011 (September 17th to 25th), Anthea Sim¬ 
mons uncovers some of the fascinating stories 
behind a selection of artists participating in the fes¬ 
tival. 

This week, Anthea visted GRETA BERLIN at her stu¬ 
dio and workshop near Wootton Fitzpaine. 


■ WHAT is the history of your involvement in the 
arts? 

I was born into it, couldn't escape it. My father was an 
artist and my mother a dancer. I grew up in St Ives and 
was aware of the artists all around me. 

When my mother died, I went to live with my father but 
we barely knew each other. I was 16, it wasn't easy. I 
wanted to go to art college but my father vetoed it and 
said art colleges killed the creative spirit. He may well 
have been right but I have been at a disadvantage ever 
since because I didn't get that networking opportunity. 
Anyway, I ran away from the circus, as it were, and into 
conventionality. I got married to a farmer's son and went 
off to Australia. He got agricultural work as we travelled 
around all over the country and we had a marvellous 
time. I was always digging up clay and making little 
pieces. I always did things with my hands. I loved the tex¬ 
ture of clay, loved shaping it. 

I left my husband and came back to the UK mainly be¬ 
cause of the children's schooling. I joined a ceramics 
course at Southampton College of Art and was taught 
by a really volatile, exciting man - Malcolm Pepper. He 
was the most fabulous teacher and shared so much with 
us. He taught me the best lesson I have ever learned and 
one I passed onto my pupils. He was watching me at 
work and shouted over to me, "Breathe, Greta! Breathe!" 

I taught ceramics to adults for 20 years at Lymington 
Community Centre. It allowed me to keep working with 
clay. I began to make bigger and bigger stuff and it was 
good schooling for stone work, which I did for two years 
in Sway. 

My first big commission was for a property developer 
with a big project in Grosvenor Square, Southampton. 
He wanted a big statue of Lord Mountbatten. I spent 
weeks worrying about it all and realised that I would 
have to learn to weld, so I had lessons from a car me¬ 


chanic. I was pretty bad at it 
to begin with! When the 
cast was taken off the arma¬ 
ture, the whole thing col¬ 
lapsed. 

The same developer gave 
me other commissions and 
it was these that really en¬ 
abled me to move to 
Dorset. By now, I was work¬ 
ing almost entirely in steel 
but I still love stone. For ex¬ 
ample, I love the challenge 
of working with Polyphant 
sandstone. Its structure is 
like weetabix. Make a mis¬ 
take with the chisel and it 
will shear off. 

I find it hard to express 
what my work is about 
sometimes. It's more about 
feelings than intellectual 
concepts. I've never net¬ 
worked or been any good at 
articulating or promoting my work.

■ WHO do you admire and whose work inspires you? 

My father, Sven Berlin, was a huge influence, especially 
in the stone work. And Bernard Leach, whom I knew as a 
child, was such a sweet man and a great potter. He and 
Brancusi created the most wonderful shapes. 

I admire Epstein's portraits and Gaudier Brzeska's loose 
work. He believed you should let the chisel marks show 
and I always felt that about my father's work. Even as a 
child, I could see that the work was at its best before the 
marks were refined away. 


■ IF you could be locked up in a gallery for the week¬ 
end, where would you choose? 

Zimbabwe's Sculpture Village, but 20 years ago, before it 
became too westernised. Wonderful work in stone, 
unique greens and blacks.

■ WHAT is your involvement in ArtsFest and what are 
you looking forward to this year? 

I've been involved as an exhibitor since the start. I think 
it's great when artists get together. I come at it from a 
slightly different angle because I don't expect to sell, but 
I love to see the work in a different context and for it to 
be seen by different people. 

Selling my work is important to me only in as much as 
a sale enables me to make new work. The money allows 
me to buy materials and equipment, and that's all I really 
want now. It's not about fame or money. 

This year, I will have pieces at theTown Mill and outside 
Christine Allison's studio and I will do what I usually do 
and watch people. I love it when people touch or pick up 
my sculptures. One of my happy memories of my dad 
was when he came to my studio and would find some 
piece gathering dust in a corner and stroke it. Whenever 
he stroked a piece I knew he liked it. He didn't say much 
but now and then he'd say "Well done, girl".

T HETalbot Arms, in the heart of the village of Uplyme, near Lyme Regis, is a fam¬ 
ily friendly pub that has an idyllic setting on the banks of the river Lym. Under 
the ownership of Steve and Wendy Gardner, the pub has built an excellent local 
reputation for serving up hearty portions of quality home cooked pub food. 

After my usual Sunday morning round of golf, I was feeling extremely hungry and 
went for lunch at the Talbot Arms, and I was in for quite a treat. As soon as you walk 
through the front door you are greeted by a warm and friendly atmosphere, with 
very helpful staff, and importantly for me, a choice of quality local ales! 

I settled for a pint of Otter Bitter, and a table by the fireplace, which in the winter 
only adds to the warm, cozy nature of the pub. Not wasting any time, I went up to 
the carvery to the choice of meats. There was a beautiful joint of Beef, along with 
Ham andTurkey. Unsurprisingly, I opted for a bit of all three! The beef was cooked to 
absolute perfection, and you are given the choice if you would prefer a slice from 
the well done part of the joint, or the pink part, which as a true red blooded male I 
opted for, and it really was melt in the mouth good. 

Having selected my meats and gravy I then turned to the hot plate on the right, 
and had a huge selection of fresh vegetables to choose from, certainly enough to 
satisfy any appetite! The selection included Talbot Arms specialities of Cauliflower 
cheese, as well as curried leeks, I'm not normally a big fan of either of these vegeta¬ 
bles but let me tell you these variations are both truly delicious, and really make what 
I perceive as quite boring vegetables into something quite vibrant and exciting. 
There was also all the usual trimmings you would expect to find such as carrots, roast 
potatoes, Yorkshire puddings, red cabbage, broccoli, stuffing, and much more. 

When tucking in to the meal, it really is obvious that what you are eating has been 
sourced locally, as the freshness and quality really does speak for itself. It was an ab¬ 
solute delight, and at £8.95 per adult and £5.50 per child represents excellent value. 
If you have enough room left there is also a fine selection of sweets to choose from, 
including such favourites as treacle tart, and apple crumble. 
However having eaten enough meat and vegetables to feed 
a small family I was absolutely stuffed and couldn't quite 
manage any more! 

It's not just Sunday Lunch that is served at The Talbot, the 
sample menu on the opposite page gives you an idea of 
what you can tuck into throughout the rest of the week.Tues- 
day night in particular is Fish & Chip night, where a take away 
option is also available. 

Steve and Wendy have also knocked down the old skittle 
alley and built five beautifully presented en-suite rooms, 
which are available on a Bed & Breakfast basis, so why not 
make a night of it and stay over? Reservations are advised for 
both the restaurant and the rooms, especially in the busy 
summer months, so give them a call now on 01297 443136 
and see for yourself what the Talbot Arms has to offer.

Mercedes-Benz 
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New Porsche set to debut at Frankfort show 


P ORSCHE is proud to present the new 
911 Carrera, a completely new gener¬ 
ation of the iconic coupe that has 
been acclaimed as one of the world's 
benchmark sports cars since its launch in 
1963. It's set to debut at the IAA Frankfurt 
Motor Show next month. 

Tradition meets modernity 

True to the 911 tradition, the distinctive 
Porsche design language exudes power 
and elegance. The unmistakable silhouette 
still catches the eye while incorporating 
new, exciting contours and precisely de¬ 
signed details; a 100mm longer wheelbase 
for improved stability and greater interior 
space; front and rear overhangs are shorter, 
maintaining the compact footprint that has 
been a longstanding 911 attribute; the 
sporting stance is emphasised by the lower 
roof line and a wider front track increases 
on-road presence further still while raising 
the renowned chassis dynamics. 


The rear-mounted, flat six cylinder engine 
is an equally symbolic component of the 
911 identity; and behind the rear axle of the 
new car lies an uprated range of powerful, 
efficient and evocative 'boxer' engines. 

The 911 Carrera is powered by a new 3.4- 
litre engine developing 350 hp, and the 
Carrera S features a 400 hp version of the fa¬ 
miliar 3.8-litre. 

These new engines offer performance im¬ 
provements for both models. The 3.4-litre 
Carrera with PDK accelerates from 0-62mph 
in 4.6 sec, 0.1 sec quicker than the prior 
model. 

Pressing the Sport Plus button on the op¬ 
tional Sport Chrono Pack cuts that to 4.4 
sec. The 3.8-litre Carrera S with PDK can ac¬ 
celerate from 0- 62 mph in 4.3 sec (Sport 
Plus 4.1 sec), 0.2sec quicker than its prede¬ 
cessor. 

All-new lightweight body 

Principle among the innovative steps for¬ 


wards is the all-new, lightweight body, fea¬ 
turing intelligent aluminium-steel compos¬ 
ite construction. 

It is responsible for a significant proportion 
of the vehicle weight reduction of up to 45 
kg. 

Innovative chassis technology 

That the new 911 offers better acceleration 
in a straight line goes without saying, but it 
also offers top performance at an unprece¬ 
dented level across the entire dynamic 
repertoire. 

In addition to the longer wheelbase, the 
greater agility, precision and driving stabil¬ 
ity are based, among other things, on the 
wider front track, a new rear axle and new 
electro-mechanical power steering. 

Depending on the model, there are other 
standard or optional active control systems 
available as well that further enhance the 
driving dynamics. 

That is especially true for the Porsche Dy¬ 
namic Chassis Control (PDCC) active roll sta¬ 
bilisation system, available for the first time 
on the 911 Carrera S. 

The system reduces body roll when cor¬ 
nering, with the result that the tyres are al¬ 
ways in the optimal position relative to the 
road surface and thus able to transmit 
higher lateral forces. 

Exterior design 

The familiar athletic appearance of the 911 
is given further dynamism with a 100mm 
longer wheelbase, reduced height, and up 
to 20-inch diameter alloy wheels. 

At the same time, the typically compact 
exterior dimensions have been retained. 
Seen from the front, the eye is drawn to the 
trademark wide-arched wings, emphasis¬ 
ing the wider front track and making the 
new 911 Carrera models adopt a particu¬ 


larly sporting stance on the road. 

The redesigned exterior mirrors are now 
mounted on the upper edge of the door 
and not as before on the mirror triangle. 

Not only is this aerodynamically advanta¬ 
geous, it also emphasises the new design 
line and visual impression of width. 

Interior design 

To complement the modern exterior, the 
Porsche designers created an interior style 
which takes its cue from that of the Porsche 
Carrera GT. 

The driver is now even more closely inte¬ 
grated with the cockpit thanks to the centre 
console rising up to the front with the high- 
mounted shift lever - or PDK gear selector - 
located close to the steering wheel in typi¬ 
cal motorsport fashion. 

Classic Porsche style elements are also to 
be found inside, just as they are on the out¬ 
side. 

For example, the instrument cluster with 
five round instruments, with the central dial 
naturally the rev counter. On the right is a 
new, high resolution multi-function screen, 
just one of the comfort features added to 
meet evolving customer demands. 

Porsche Intelligent Performance 

Setting the standard in its class, as it has for 
generations, the new 911 Carrera and Car¬ 
rera S raise the performance and efficiency 
standard to new levels. 

Fuel consumption and emissions of all ver¬ 
sions are up to 16 per cent lower compared 
with its predecessors. 

Among other things, this is achieved by 
systems and functions such as auto 
start/stop, thermal management, electrical 
system recuperation, the world's first seven- 
speed manual transmission and a 'coasting' 
function that decouples the engine for en¬ 


hanced fuel efficiency when the throttle is 
closed. 

The new electro-mechanical power steer¬ 
ing system offers not only the typical preci¬ 
sion and feedback expected of a Porsche, 
but also helps to increase efficiency and re¬ 
duce fuel consumption. 

For example, the 911 Carrera with the new 
350 hp (257 kW) 3.4-litre direct injection en¬ 
gine and optional PDK returns 34.4mpg 
Combined based on the New European 
Driving Cycle (NEDC) - 6mpg less than its 
predecessor.

IT WAS a mixed weekend for Bob 
Buckler's horses with two just 
coming back after a short break 
performing well, and disappoint¬ 
ment at the result of Mister Matt 
who was expected to do better 
writes Stuart Broom. 

Both Cullahill and Ethiopia 
were returning to the track after a 
short summer break. 

Cullahill put in a great display to 
finish third in the 3mile Genesis 
Wealth Management Handicap 
Chase at Bangor-on-Dee on Fri¬ 
day. 

He tracked the leaders for most 
of the race but took advantage 
when Sea Wall and Soulard were 
unseated four from home to take 
the lead. 

However he came under pres¬ 
sure from the winner Postmaster 


and runner-up Ostland, and de¬ 
spite a battling finish couldn't 
quite get back to land a blow, and 
finished four lengths back in third. 

Buckler was pleased with his ef¬ 
fort saying: "He ran a super race 
in a very competitive Class 3 field 
and I was pleased how he has 
come back after his rest.

Mister Matt was the disappoint¬ 
ment with Buckler expecting a 
better finish than fourth place in 
the two mile Bet totepool On All 
UK Racing Handicap Chase at 
Newton Abbot on Saturday. 


Having shown good summer 
form with two wins and five other 
top three finishes the eight-year- 
old was expected to do better. 

But in a race where he wan¬ 
dered across the track apparently 
unable to settle, he was finally 
squeezed and hampered as they 
turned into the straight and lost 
his momentum to finish a disap¬ 
pointing fourth. 

"As with Ethiopia, the ground 
was too soft for him. Although he 
jumped well, he didn't really get 
into the race and having to check 
on the final bend caused him to 
lose his place."

THE 2011/2012 rugby season is almost

The early season football news: Bees must do it all again

DORCHESTER Town produced a magnificent display to cancel 
out their opening day drubbing at Dover by completely out¬ 
playing a poor Maidenhead United side despite having been 
reduced to ten men midway through the first-half when Steve 
Devlin was dismissed.
